For the benefit of the voters we will say that the 
total amount of school money to be raised as provided by 
law the coming year is about three hundred and forty dol- 
lars and a local fund of thirty-five dollars. Should the town 
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receive the same from the state as this year, and the same 
dog license fund, it would amount to about six hundred 
dollars, total school fund. There is, however, no guarantee 
that we will receive as much from the state. 

This explanation is made that due consideration may 
be taken in considering what sum of money may be neces- 
sary in addition to what the law requires for school pur- 
poses.
